That Committee B be authorized to freely discuss and 
furnish a maximum of two copies of all operating instructions, drawings, 
security studies, etc* pertaining to equipments which they will de- 
monstrate or discuss* 

b* Recommend that the NRL cifax and Buaer low-echelon ciphony 
systems be deleted from the list of items to be demonstrated* 



c* Will the CCH be offered to NATO nations as a NATO cipher 
machine? AFSA-04 is preparing a policy paper on this subject for 
presentation to AFSAC*
